W H E R E LAWLESSNESS BEGINS. 
T tho last session of the Ohio Legislature 
an act was passed making illegal the or­ 
ganization and maintenance of secret so­ 
cieties in the public schools of that State. 
The law was the result of a general and 
growing belief that secret societies—Greek- 
letter fraternities, or sororities, as they 
are commonly called—art* a menace to the wholesome­ 
ness and democracy "of public school life. 
This opinion 
Is held by,the more intelligent and better informed peo 
pie of all the States, 
lint now the pupils of the public 
schools who are members of secret societies, or desire 
to be, lu n e revolted. 
They are reported as determine# 
to tight the new law, and as having raised a fund to pay 
counsel. 
In other States, notably in Massachusetts, 
there have been similar revolts against authority, in 
these cases the authority of the school committee rather 
than the Legislature; and discipline has not always been 
maintained. 
In all these cases something is at stake which is far 
more important than secret societies. 
It is the whole 
question of respect for and obedience to the law. 
Th** 
parents who do not see this are blind to their duty. 
Children in this country are too often permitted to dis­ 
regard municipal laws and police regulations, and a rj 
not even rebuked for their lawlessness. 
But pupils in 
the public schools can do nothing in defiance of the 
laws of Stat*, city or school committee unless they are 
aided and supported by their parents. 
It is time there 
was right thinking and plain speaking on this matter, 
and that responsibility be placed where it belongs.™

COST OF WAR PREPARATIONS. 
HE cost of a great battleship complete is 
about $10,000,000, and the effective life of 
one of these floating fortresses is about 
fifteen years. 
Figures of this sort acquire 
their greatest significance by comparison. 
It is somewhat startling to be told that 
the cost of a great battleship equals the 
valuation of all the land and the IOO buildings which 
Harvard University has accumulated in 250 years, plus 
all the land and buildings of Hampton and Tm kegee in­ 
stitutes. 
According to Bloch, the waiter on war, the cost of one 
shot by a big cannon, including the deterioration of the 
weapon, is $1,700. 
Tills amount would send through 
college a boy who could get along on $425 a year, as 
many do. 
It would pay for an ordinary workingman’s 
house. 
Taking the average figures as given in the sta 
tistical reports, this sum is equal to a workingman’s 
wages for three and two-thirds years. 
It is as much as 
the salary of the average school teacher in this conn 
try for five and one-third years. 
Our governments, national, State and local, are con­ 
tinually importuned to do more for social betterment in 
one way and another, especially for education. 
Refusal 
is based on the lack of funds. 
When it is remembered 
that one battleship represents an outlay sufficient for 
the establishment of a university, the possibilities from 
the reduction of expenditures for military purposes 
loom large. 
Think what could lie done for education, 
for irrigation, for reforestation, in providing better 
housing conditions for the people, and in many other 
ways oi like significance w'itli the expenditures made 
necessary by the fear of w ar!—Chicago News. 


W IRELESS ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


HE marvelous lighting of 4,000 incandes­ 
cent lights at Omaha by current sent 
fhlough the air from a generating wire­ 
less plant five miles distant marks another 
new' era in electricity. The first telegraph 
line in America was opened between Wash­ 
ington and Baltimore May 24. I s 44.

day the United States has more than 200,000 miles of 
line, comprising more than 1,250,000 miles of wire, in 
the operation of which 30,000 persons are employed at 
an annual salary of more than $ 14*000,©00. 
The fir.R 
telephone line went into commission in Boston in 1877. 
To day the United States is talking over 8*400,000 tele­ 
phones, or one for every twenty three inhabitants. There 
are 40.000 telephone operators, and their annual total 
w-age income is $11,000,000. 
With what amazing rapidity will every available wa­ 
in- power ;*• harnessed, since th* Omaha expert has 
fould a way to send electric power by the same air route? 
The wonderful accompli durn nits of the las; half century 
may read like fiction, hut the greater possibilities of 
the in nr future actually smack of Aladdin and his w o n ­ 
derful lamp.-- Chicago Journal.

The claim of the Municipality of 
Ponce in Porto Rico to a Catholic 
Church edifice said to have been erect­ 
ed with iff un lei pal funds and the con­ 
tention that the church had no exist­ 
ence as a corporate entity so as to en­ 
able it to hold property was settled 
by the United States Supreme Court 
In Ponce v. Roman Catholic Apostolic

preme Court has jurisdiction of such 
cases under statute, but the Constitu­ 
tion states that “district courts have 
original jurisdiction in all cases both 
at law and equity." 
The court held 
that an elec tion contest is a proceed­ 
ing of statutory origin and not neces­ 
sarily of a Judicial nature. This right 
being created by the Legislature, that 
body could designate what tribunal 
should exercise 
jurisdiction.

plainant also claimed that a eonstitu 
tiouul question was involved which the 
legislature had no right to submit to 
the district court; but it was held thai 
where as a means to determine the

were issued at the British consulate 
and in size they looked like small en­ 
signs covered with Chinese characters, 
and in these a good deal was set forth 
both for our protection and for the 
Chinese. 
Students being regarded in 
China as essentially a class to be re­ 
spected, the Chinese being nothing if 
not literary, we were classed as “men 
of learning," and those with whom we 
came in contact were to see that cour­ 
tesy and attention were shown us so 
long as we were within their gates. 
On the other hand, if we made our­ 
selves objectionable in any way we 
were not to be cast into prison, placed 
in a box with torture awaiting us or 
other incidental Chinese 
Attentions, 
but we were to be taken with all pos­ 
sible speed to the nearest British con­ 
sul and have our punishment meted 
out according to British law. 
But money difficulties in China are 
not trifling.

into the interior to take a draft on 
one of the Chinese banks.

Better roads, according to those who 
have been studying tho country life 
Improvement question, constitute the 
reform which would do most to ad­ 
vance the material and social welfare 
of the farmers. 
Following the report 
of the country life commission ap­ 
pointed by former President Roosevelt, 
the National Grange, which claims 
title as the original “Good Roads As­ 
sociation,” has started a fresh cam­ 
paign to enlist national and state aid 
in Improved highway construction. 
A bulletin Issued by the Department 
of Agriculture shows the direct con­ 
nection between good roads and the 
value of farm lands. An investigation 
was made relating to public road mile­ 
age, revenues, improved roads and ex­ 
penditures in the United States In 
the year 1904. 
In nearly every case, 
it is shown, states having the highest 
percentage of improved roads have 
tho largest population per 
m i l e 
of 
road, indicating that better roads are 
a powerful factor in encouraging the 
settlement of unused lands, especially 
In sparsely populated sections of the 
country^ 
It is held, further, that good roads 
are an important influence in retain­ 
ing upon the farm desirable elements 
that otherwise might seek the towns 
and cities. 
The logic of this conten­ 
tion lies in the fact that good roads 
increase farm values, and thus lessen 
an incentive to seek material advance­ 
ment away from the soil. 
The social 
aspects of the good roads movement 
and the facilities it affords for better 
FchooT systems in the country districts 
•arc matters that also are receiving at­ 
tention. and it is hoped to arouse the 
farmers of tho country as a whole 
to the importance of a broad policy 
of public highway improvement by the 
federal government, states, counties 
aud townships.

humus brought up from underneath 
and deposited on the surface of every 
acre of land annually. 
The earthworm has no head dis­ 
tinct from the body, no eyes, no anten­ 
nae. nor any organs external to the 
rings of which its body is composed 
except minute bristles pointing back­ 
wards, of which each ring bears four 
pairs, and which are of use in Its lo­ 
comotion. 
The Encyclopedia Britannica says 
that 
earthworms 
sometimes 
attain 
nearly a foot 
In 
length, and more 
than 120 rings have been counted on 
its body. The end at which the mouth 
Is located is pointed and the tail flat­ 
tened, while the general form Is cyl­ 
indrical. 
The mouth consists merely 
of two lips, the upper lip elongated 
There are no teeth nor tentacles, and 
the worm subsists by swallowing fine 
particles of soil, from which its di 
gestive organs extract the digestible 
matter, the rest being voided often in 
little 
intestine-shaped 
heaps, 
called 
worm-casts, on 
the

The earthworm travels by means ol 
two sets of muscles, which enable ll 
to contract arui ti rate its rings, it?

The earthworm, as a tiller of the 
soil, has received very little praise, 
few farmers 
apparently 
recognizing 
its worth. 
It is doubted lf any mem­ 
ber of the animal kingdom has been 
as useful in keeping vegetation on 
the surface of the earth as has the 
earthworm. 
It lives in burrows and provides 
channels 
through 
which 
moisture, 
soluble plant food and roots of plants 
which would otherwise remain near 
the surface can easily penetrate. These 
burrows run straight down for 6 or 8 
inches, when they change to winding 
courses, gradually getting lower until 
a depth of 6 to 8 feet Is reached. 
In 
order to make theso burrows it is 
necessary for the earthworm to eat 
its way through 
the 
soil. 
By this 
process all the soil particles eaten by 
It are thoroughly mixed and ground 
together in the digestive tract, there­ 
by reducing them in size, and to soma 
extent making them more soluble by 
tho action of the digestive fluids of 
the stomach so they can be used more 
readily as a plant food. 
After the soil 
has been through the worm it is de 
posited on the surface of the ground 
as flue pellets. 
This Is done at night 
when the earthworm comes out of 
Its burrow’ to feed, for a part of Its 
food Is dried grass and leaves. 
The earthworm is very sensitive to 
light, and during the day closes up 
Its burrow’ with a plug made of leaves, 
small sticks, and such material, while 
it carries on its constructive work. 
The plug not only keeps out the light, 
but it also serves to keep out water 
to some extent, during a heavy rain, 
which, if it were allowed to enter the 
burrow, would drown our Industrious 
friend

Consul Thomas ll. Norton, of Chem­ 
nitz, gives tile following description of 
a new German mechanism for fighting 
fire: 
“Fire chiefs and insurance compa­ 
nies are familiar with the dangers and 
difficulty inherent to combating confla­ 
grations where 
petroleum, 
gasoline, 
benzine, 
or 
other 
liquid 
hydrocar­ 
bons. lighter than waler, are involved. 
As is well known, the attempt to ex 
tinguish with streams of w-ater in such 
cases results usually in a spreading 
of the inflammable liquid, an increase 
of the area of combustion and a great 
er intensity of conflagration. 
The use 
of steam or of a current of inert gas 
Is available only for incipient contin 
gratlons In well-closed rooms. 
It pre 
supposes, also, the permanent location 
on the MjKvt of stationary apparatus 
for the purpose. 
“A distinct step 
forward 
in 
the 
means of battling with such conditions 
has been made in Germany, where the 
use of 
a tenacious 
foam, dissipated 
with difficulty, has 
been 
found 
of 
great value in cutting off the supply 
of air necessary to maintain combus­ 
tion, and thus extinguishing flame, 
The method and the requisite appara­ 
tus have been 
perfected 
by a well­ 
known Prussian manufacturing com­ 
pany at 
Salzkottea, 
near 
Minden, 
Prussia, and have been submltttni to 
exhaustive 
tests by fire chiefs and 
others interested in the question of 
protection against the dangers from 
combustible 
liquids. 
The apparatus 
employed consists of a simple metal 
c>Under, provided with a long spout, 
and divided into two chambers. 
One 
chamber is eharg* d w ith an aqueous 
•solution of potash alum and sodium 
sulphate, the other with a similar so­ 
lution of sodium bicarbonate, sodium 
sulphate and licorice root extract. 
“The cylinder is so arranged that 
on being inclined or reversed the two 
solutions mingle as they issue from 
the 
spout. 
There 
is 
no 
pressure 
evolved and consequently the liquid 
does not issue with sufficient force to 
cause a spattering of the burning hy­ 
drocarbon upon which 
it 
may be 
poured. 
“The result of the chemical reaction 
between tin- alum aud the bicarbonate 
is a prompt evolution of carbon dioxld, 
which, in contact with the licorice so­ 
lution, forms an ex* e*s|ingly stiff and 
persistent foam. 
“Sudi a layer of foam containing 
an inert gas on the Burlace of a burn­ 
ing liquid effectually cut off all access 
of 
air 
and 
combustion 
necessarily 
ceases. 
Tin- temperature of the liquid 
may have reached a sufficiently high 
point, so 
that through 
evaporation 
hubbies of the vaporized hydrocarbon 
rise for a time through th" stratum 
of foam and tongues of flame flutter

of the carbon dloxid there i* a loss of 
latent heat, the

Egypt,” and “East of Suez," has of­ 
fered to defray the expense of trans­ 
porting from upper Egypt and re-erect­ 
ing in Cairo an example of the gldry 
and greatness of ancient Egypt in the 
form of an obelisk, says the Spring­ 
field (Mass.) Republican. 
This gener­ 
ous offer is made in a communication 
to “the council of ministers of the 
government of his highness, the khe­ 
dive,” us follows: 
The 
British 
capital 
has 
on 
Its 
Thames embankment a splendid spec! 
men of this expression of 
Egyptian 
art; the French capital has an Egyp­ 
tian obelisk standing in its most im­ 
portant public square; Rome has four 
or five, while the capital of the Otto­ 
man empire is enriched by even a 
greater number taken from the land 
of the Nile. 
The last of these monu­ 
ments to leave the land of their crea­ 
tion was presented to the cit;, of New 
York by a former khedive. 
For years it has been to me an an­ 
omalous fact that the capital of the 
land of obelisks, the metropolis of a 
continent and the unrivaled winter re­ 
sort of cultured Europeans and Amer­ 
icans, should be less favored than the 
capitals 
and 
great 
cities 
herein 
named. 
To play even a small part bn placing 
In Cairo—its logical home—an obelisk 
of Importance would aff.,rd me great 
happiness; and, therefore. 
I b*"g to 
make the offer, in brief terms, to de­ 
fray the total cost of transporting and 
re-erectlng in a conspicuous place In 
the capital, the obelisk of Rameses the 
Great, now standing with pedestal and 
part of its shaft cove roo with soil near 
the pylons of the temple of Luxor. 
I am fully aware that the project 
may arouse the opposition of savants 
and archaeologists in Europe and else­ 
where and that their cry of "desecra­ 
tion” would find vociferous expression. 
But I fail to comprehend how consci­ 
entious objection can be made to the 
obelisk’s removal from upper Egypt, 
where it can view’ed only by a few 
hundred persons each winter, to the 
national capital, where the masses, not 
only visitors from all countries, but 
th e enormous 
native 
population as 
w’ell, may see it daily in their goings 
and comings. 
If tills proposal be favorably enter­ 
tained I shall beg that the task of re­ 
moval may be executed under the su­ 
pervision of such engineer officers and 
representatives of the service des an­ 
t i q u e s as the Egyptian government 
may assign to the work. 
It would be my wish to have the 
obelisk placed either in Abdln square 
or upon the space in front of the Khe- 
divial opera house. 
But the choice of 
site I should be willing to leave whol­ 
ly to the government of his highness. 
I feel that I am well enough known 
in Egypt, through having for years

Washington, July S.—An early con­ 
clusion of the labors of the special 
session of congress is presaged by the 
general conclusion reached in the sen­ 
ate that the tariff bill shall be put to a 
final vote in that body before adjourn­ 
ment this evening. 
Because of the 
possible effect on the tobacco schedule 
there was no effort to obtain formal 
assent in open senate to the proposi­ 
tion to fix a ti im1 for a vote, but so far 
as the canvassers of tin* senate could 
ascertain, there was no indication of 
objection to a final vote some time 
today. 
It is expected the bill as perfected 
will receive practically all, though not 
Cars Ar. Seym our all, cf the Republican votes, while it 
Is understood that probably all of the 
I Democratic votes, with the exception 
; of the vote of Senator McEnery of 
I Louisiana 
will 
he 
cast 
against 
It. 
J When passed the measure will be hur­ 
ried over to the house as expeditious­ 
ly as possible, and it is expected the 
house will he in session tomorrow 
morning in the hope of receiving it. 
The income tax question including 
the corporation tax provision and in­ 
heritance tax received much attention 
in the senate and the straight Income 
taxers were afforded tile opportunity 
upon w hic1 they hav“ so long insisted 
to get a <Tlu*ct vote in favor of the in­ 
come tax as opposed to the corpora­ 
tion tax.

Next to the income tax, the discus­ 
sion of the customs court was the big 
feature of the day’s work.
